2. From experience, the hiſtory of diſeaſes, and 
the ſucceſs of particular Ee whoſe opera- 
tion or MODE of action cannot be explained 1 
any known laws of the animal ceconomy. 

3. By comparing and uniting both theſe me- 


thods together, viz. the DeGMATICAL and Ex- 


PIRICAL, we are directed to the moſt certain, 


br leaſt fallible means of cure. 


In order to cure a diſeaſe, it . ſome- 


times neceſſary for the Phyſician to know the 
_ conſtitution, or peculiar . temperament. . of his 


Patient in health, as well as in diſeaſe. 
Such parts of the body as are naturally weak, 


require a paiculas attention in the, courſe of a 


diſeaſe. |

A Phyſician frequently does more good by 
quieting ——— than by exciting violent 
movements in the body. 

Ihe art of obſerving conirſts in attendin ug to 
the order, time, and ſucceſſion of the efforts of 
nature, eſpecially in accute diſeaſes, and to the 

operation of remedies, eſpecially in chronic diſ- 
orders; and in diſtinguiſhing — the effects 
of the diſeaſe, and the remedies employed. - 

'Fhe cure of a diſeaſe ſhould be * at- 
tempted either in its beginning, periods of 
remiſſion, or intermiſſion, and not in the height 

of the paroxyſm, yaleſs with a view to palliate 
ſymptoms. a 
Remedies ſhould be always adapted to the 

ſtate of the patient; gentle means are to be uſed 
in weak habits, more powerful and active reme- 
dies in ſtronger habits; nothing is to be at- 
tempted by ſudden and violent means, which 
may, with equal Llery, be effected by ann. 
remedies. | 

In deſperate caſes, deſperate remedies are to 
be em pl: yed.— 

A few active remedies, -whoſe efficacy bas 
been already eftabliſhed by experience, are to 
be preferred to the more doubtful and com- 
pounded; and in chronic diſorders, remedies of 
approved efficacy, are not to be frequently 
changed, unleſs ſome new indications of cure 

occur from an alteration in the ſtate of the di- 
ſeaſe. | 

The fame diſeaſe, in Aileen perſons, cannot 
always be cured by the ſame remedy: The ve- 
nereal diſeaſe, though attended with the ſame 


ſymptoms in different perſons, will not yield 


to the ſame preparation of mercury ; hence ari- 
ſes the neceſſity of trying new remedies, and of 
employing in practice even different ebymical 
Preparations of. the ſame OW

In the ſpring and ſummer, VISCERAL Ow: = 


STRUCTIONS, and many chronic diſorders, are 
more eaſily removed, than in autumn and winter. 
It is the duty of a Phyfician to divert the 


force of a diſeaſe from the vital organs, to parts 


leſs neceſlary to life. | 

There are certain periods of a diſeaſe when 
evacuations are moſt ſucceſsfully excited, either 
by nature or art ; profuſe and early ſweating | in 


| fevers gives no relief, but moderate ſweatings in 


a more advanced ſtate of the diſeaſe, promotes 
the recovery of a patient: hence is founded the 


idea of concoction, ſo much talked-of by Dr. 


Sydenham. 

It becomes frequently neceſſary to quiet ur- 
gent ſymptoms, though the remedies employed 

ould be contra- indicated by the cauſe of the di- 
ſeaſe; this often prevents difficulties in the _ws | 
of opium in inflammatory diſorders. 

Critical evacuations are not to be checked « or 
interrupted, nor are remedies to be employed, 
during ſuch evacuations, which may excite '

In this branch of the pathology, Hippocrates 
and the ancients acquired great reput«tion, 
The prognoſis is by no means conjectural, 
when founded on accurate obſervation and ex- 
perience of ſimilar diſorders.

In forming an accurate prognoſis, we muſt 
recollect our former obſervations in ſimilar diſ-

We ſuppoſe, therefore, that in every fever 
there is a power applied to the body, which has 
a tendency to deſtroy it, but that the NATURA 
ME#xDICATRIX is rouſed to obviate fuch' nox- 
ious powers, or to correct and remove them; fo 
that in fevers there are two powers acting, the 
one, of a ſedative nature, the other of a ftimu- 
lant one, and, when moderated within proper 
bounds, is the falutary effort of the ſyſtem. 
In every fever there is a tendency to certain 
regular or periodical movements, attended with 
obſcure marks of remiffion and exacerbation, 
even in the moſt continued feyers; theſe re- 
miſſions differ in the frequency of their return, 
producing the variety of quotidian, tertian, or 
quartan periods, according to the intervals of 
paroxyſms.

Or Txt PROGNOSIS IN FEVE RS. 
This will depend on the prevalence of mor-

This evacuation does not ſo ſuddenly en 
the ſyſtem, or reduce the inflammatory diatheſis;

In the more advanced ſtage of fever, purging 
may be uſeful, only in fo far as it empties the 
ünteſtines, and removes the putreſcent and ir- 
ritating matter of the bowels; but when inſtituted 
early in the beginning of fevers, may do good 
by moderating the general action of the ſyſtem, 

Symptoms of violent action are moderated by 
plentiful dilution, eſpecially of watery fluids, 
acidulated or accompanied with ſome of the neu- 
tral ſalts, whoſe operation will afterwards = ex· 
plained. 

Sweating frequently tends to moderate the vio⸗ 
lent action of fever, when produced by gentle 
and relaxing means, in oppoſition to external 
heat and powerful ſtimulants. 

This evacuation is frequently ſpontinecrs and 
moderate, producing the ſolution of the diſeaſe, 
and is often ſucceſsfully excited by art. 

In many caſes where it is early and profuſe, i it 
protracts the diſeaſe, and exhauſts the patient's

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Notwithſtanding in all fevers there is a diſpo- 
ion to periodical returns and occaſional exa- 
cerbation ; yet in ſome they are ſcarcely obvious, 
in others more apparent, and in intermittent, 
perfect and compleat.

Or THE INFLAMMATORY FEVER. 


The ſymptoms of the inflammatory fever are, 
a ſenſe of laſſitude, debility, and pain, univer- 
fally felt in the bones, chillineſs and heat alter- 
nating one another; the pain becomes more 
ſeverely felt in the ſhoulders, back, knees, and 
head; the heat becomes intenſe, with redneſs of 
the ſkin, eſpecially of the eyes and face, watch- 
fulneſs, anxiety, a white tongue, dry ſkin, high 
coloured urine, and inflamed blood, coſtiveneſs, 
and delirium. 


This fever generally attacks thoſe who are of 
a ſtrong plethoric habit of body, ſeldom the 
weak and relaxed; it ſeizes men more frequently 
than women.

Its occaſional cauſes are the ſudden application 
| of cold to a heated body; violent exerciſe, while 
expoſed to the burning rays of the ſun; in-

In the cure of this fever, all violent evacua- 
tions are to be avoided, while a chief attention 
is to be paid in ſupporting the vis vitæ through 
the courſe of the diſcaſe. 

In the beginning of this fever, it is proper 
to give a vomit of Ipecacuana, or tartar emetic; 
patients bear vomiting better than purging in 
this diſeaſe, a few grains of rhubarb and mag- 
ncſia will be ſufficient to keep the body ſoluble, 
or emollient glyſters given from time to time. 

In this fever, wine is one of the beſt cordials : 
It may be given, either by itſelf, diluted with | 
water, or made into whey ; it is moſt grateful 
when in a cold ſtate. 

It renders the pulſe flower and fuller, pro- 
cures ſleep, takes off delirium, and ſupports the 
patient under profuſe ſweats and Optoma; 
eruptions. 

The ſerpentaria and contrayerua are powerful 
cordials, eſpecially the former, and determine ö 
gently to the {kin in this diſeaſe.

They differ chiefly from the putrid fevers of

In conſtitutions vaturally prediſpoſed to it 
it is invited by the application of cold to the feet, 
by fatigue or anxiety of mind, by repeated bleed- 
ing, as tending to weaken the body by violent 
ſprains, fatty and indigeſtible food. 

From the fulleſt attention to the ſymptoms and 
remote cauſes of this diſeaſe, I am led to con- 
clude, that plethora and debility joined, conſi- 
tute its proximate cauſes, and to the remoyal of 
_ which, inflammatory ſymptoms, eſpecially in the 
extremities, are excited. 

The more ſevere and painful the paroxyſm i is, 
the ſhorter is its duration, and the Intermiſlion i is 
the longer. 

A regular paroxyſm of this diſeaſe contribute 
much to the cure of other diſorders, and the re- 
ſtoration of the body to perfect health. 

The diſeaſe is more eaſily cured in young pet- 
ſons, than old people. 

There is no effectual cure for hereditary gout, 
or in caſes where the diſeaſe continues to attack 
indiſcriminately every joint of the body, and to 

produce chalky concretions. 

In conducting the cure of this diſeaſe, ue 
ſhould conſider the means proper to be employe!

This diſeaſe ariſes from the immediate contact 
of a poiſon of a peculiar nature, eſpecially with the 
mucous membrane, or an ulcerated ſurface, 
It generally firſt acts on the part to which it is 
applied, it is ſometimes however abſorbed into the 
habit, and depoſited by ſecretion on parts of the 
body which were not primarily or originally ex- 
poſed to the infection, as the throat, the noſe, the 
perioſteum, the ſkin, &c. 

The ſymptoms are various and anomalous, 
which ariſe from the action of this poiſon. 

They differ frequently in their degree of vio- 
lence, depending probably on the quantity or 
quality of the virus, the length of time which the 
parts have remained in contact with it, and the 
conſtitution of the patient.

In the gonorrhea, a gentle, pleafing, titillation: 
is felt in the extremity of the glans penis, generally 
about the fourth day after coition with an infected 
perſon, a tranſparent lymph or mucus is dif- 
charged from the orifice of the urethra, there is a 
degree of redneſs ſurrounding the orifice, with 
fulneſs and tenſion of the glans penis; there is 
pain with a. ſenſe of heat in making ' urine, 
more eſpecially felt about half an inch from the 
orifice of the urethra. e 
In a day or two there is a purulent fluid diſ- 
charged and ſecreted from the inflamed ſurface of 
the lacunæ of the urethra, the inflammatory ſymp- _ 
toms Hmetimes extend along the whole ſurface: of 
the urethra, even to the neck of the bladder; 
there is ſometimes blood diſcharged with pus, there 
is frequently a chordee, or an involuntary and 
painful erection with an incurvature of the penis. 
— Theſe ſymptoms become milder, there is leſs 
pain in evacuating the urine, the purulent dr{- _ 
charge which was yellow and thin in the in- 
flammatory ſtage, becomes whiter and thicker, 
the erections are not ſo frequent or painful, there 
is leſs tumour of the parts, the urethra pg

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ſoft and flexible, and at laſt the difcharge difap. 
pears, and the diſeaſe is removed. 


The ſame ſymptoms occur in women, with 
ſome little variation, ariſing from the diverſity in 


_ - the ſtructure of their organs. 


It begins with an unufual encreaſe of ſecretion, 
and a ſenſe of irritation in the vagina, there are 
appearances of tumor and redneſs in the parts 
which renders coition painful, there is lefs diff 
culty in making water, the diſcharge appears 
_ equally purulent as in men, and it gradually diſ- 
appears by an abatenicnt of the diſcharge, and a 

d iminution of the inflammatory ſymptoms. 
The venereal virus acts by inflaming parts to 
_ which i: is applied, and likewiſe poſſeſſes a pow- 
er of aſſimulating with the animal mucus, and 
converting it into its own kind, as by a ferment- 
able proceſs. 


The pus is 3 from an inflamed ſurface, 
very ſeldom ulcerated. 

The inflammatory ſymptoms are generally pro- 
portioned to the degree of virulence and infection; 
ſymptoms ſimilar to a gonorrhœa may be induced 
by other means which inflame the urethra, but the 
| pore diſcharge is not infectious. 

I be diſeaſe is milder in women, but often of 
more difficult cure than in men, the ſooner the 
_ diſeaſe appears after infection, the more violent 
the ſymptoms of inflammation are ; the more ex- 
tenſive it is, the more difficult is the cure. 

The diſeaſe admits of a natural cure, favoured 
by dilution, an antiphlogiſtic regimen, and reſt; 
this is however tedious and uncertain, therefore it 
may be equally and effectually cured by art. 

I he cure conſiſts in diminiſhing the inflamma- 
_ tory ſymptoms, and ſometimes gxciung a unter” 
action in the diſeaſed parts. 
I be body ſhould be kept foluble by cooling 
and laxative medicines, as ſulphur, cremor tar- 
tari, the neutral ſalts, and the like.

The urine ſhould be diluted by drinking plen- 
cifully of watery fluids, with gum arabic or 
other vegetable mucilages. 

The irritation on the inflamed l ſhould. 
be moderated by the uſe of injections, ſo mild as 
to produce little or no pain in the urethra, their 
firſt operation is often followed by an increaſe in 
the diſcharge, which afterwards abates and be- 
comes thicker.

The prejudices againſt the uſe of injections, 
diluted to the degree of giving no pain, are ill 
founded, nor do they ever tend to render a go- 
norrhcea into a confirmed pox. EW 
It frequently happens that after the virulent 
and inflammatory ſymptoms are gone, a conſider- 
able diſcharge takes place from the relaxation and 
debility of the parts, this is generally called a 
 gleet, it gives way to the internal uſe of the

Does the matter of a gonorrhœa and a pox 
eſſentially differ from each other? 

The ſymptoms of a lues venerea are ſo , 
that it is difficult to deſcribe them. 

It attacks the palate, fauces, ſneiderean mem- 
braune, with inflammation, and ulcers ſpreading, 
and deeply ſeated, with white callous edges, deglu- 

tition is painful, the bones become carious, and 
the matter diſcharged is fœted and offenſive, . 

The patient complains of univerſal pain in the 
bones, eſpecially about the middle of the tibia, 
increaſed by the heat of the bed; they abate to- 
wards the morning.

mercury has been found to injure the conſtitu- 
tion of the patient. 

A milk diet and a change of air are found be- 
neficial in reſtoring the ſtrength of a nas," + re- 
duced by the operation of mercury.
